Claims 1 , 8 and 1 8 are allowed. The prior art discloses a method and apparatus 
for determining latency of a selected path in a computer network having a plurality of 
network nodes where first entity is disposed at one end of the path and second entity is 
disposed at the second end of the same selected path for latency measurements. 

The prior art however fails to disclose or suggest a source routing option to 
include in the selected path a state setup message, the source routing option having a 
choice between strict source routing or loose source routing.
